derſtand Perſian, and conſequently not tlie 
characters epgraved on the ſeal) they ſwear 
poſitively to their being able to know the im- 
preſſions; and it is true, for they do point 
out to whom the impreſfion of each particular 
ſeal on the Bond does belong. Kiſſen Juan 
Doſs, who muſt have ſeen Bollakey Doſs's 
ſeal oſtener than any of the witneſſes, does 
not take upon him to remember the im- 
preſſion; and on being told the other witneſſes 
did, he ſaid, they had excellent e
